THE present state of public business in’ 


Hongkong recalla to us @ memorable 
remark of the Right Honourable John 
Bright, to the effect that any effort to 
drive six omnibuses abreast through 
Temple Bar would surely prove abortive. 
Mr Hennessy, with all his acknow- 
ledged-ability, scems quite incapable of 
directing his attention to one thing at a 
time, and the result ia that many useful 
measures, upon which the well-being of 
the Colony, to @ great extent, depends, 
are almost hopelessly delayed. He is 
constantly striving to do too much and 
diffuses among his many schemes, the 
energy, which if concentrated on one, 
might enable him to carry it out, At 
least a dozen matters are now under 
consideration, One is taken up only to 
be cast aside in favour of another, which 
is again discarded to make room fora 
third, end valuable time is frittered 
away,.which might have been- usefully 
employed for the public good, . 
The utter inadequacy of. the present 
accommodation at the Centra] School, for 
the purpose of the institution, has long 
since been admitted and, before the close 
of hig administration, Sir Arthur Ken- 
nedy succeeded in securing an admirable 
site for the’ erection ofa new building. 
Mr Hennessy has now occupied Govern- 
ment House for.9 period of nearly two 
years, yet the site remains unutilited, 
the work of the School is hampered, the 
health of teachers aad* pupils is injured 
by the foul air they are compelled to’ 
breathe, and hundreda.of childron, eagor- 
ly desirous of sharing the-benefits of the 
institution, are permitted: to wander 
away into the: darknes:,. Surely gome- 
thing should bedone in the matter, and 
thet quickly j.but we fear that, besides

Most of our readers will remember tho 
occasion of Mr Hennessy's first budget 
speech, when he displayed a tempting 
array of measures for the benefit of the 
Colony, upon which Mr . Keswick re- 
marked that it would be creditable in- 
deed if the. programme were ‘realized 
within the next ten years. It seems 
almost ag strangé as true that not one of 
the projects: then announced has. been, 
catried out, and, if greater efforts are not 
made by the Government, there seems 
every probability that Mr. “Keswick’s 
great esa enine will have reached 
man’s estate before the’ first year's task 
Mr Hennessy alloted to himself has been 
completed. : :

It 
‘was on the conditions, subject to the ap- 
proval of the lessee, contained in the cor- 
respondenco handed in=-that they were to 
pay her $450 and give her an agreement 
for five years at $1,600 a-year—that witness 
went home.

THE POLICE. COMMITTEE'S REPORT, 


The following is the first hali of the 
Report of the Committee of the Legislative 
Council appointed to consider certain mat- 
ters connected with the Pulice Force and 
Crime :— 

AVERAGE STRENGTH OF THE FORCE, , 
1,—The strength of the Police Foros 
authorised for the present year (1878). 
amounted to 638 men, and “as a matter of 
fact they have kept about the same num- 
bera” for the past twelve years, during which 
Mr Deane has held the post of Captain 
Superintendent. (Printed Evidence p. 8), 
In 1872, a considerable accession of strength 
was given to the Chineso land force, which 
was Increased from 60, at which number it 
stood in 1871, to 182 men, An application 
was made in 1872 by the Captain super- 
intendent for an increase of the force to 748 
men,-and this number was accordingly 
laced on the Annual Estimates for 1878, 

+ not allowed, the average strength of 
the force for that year having in fact been 
but 624 men.

Committee, however, cannot agree with 
him that the P. lice requirements of the 
city, important ae they doubtless are, differ 
fessentially from those of towns where the 
two-thirds rulo prevails; nor that the oir- 
cumatances of the. place are such as to over- 
ride the proved and imperative. necemity 
of guarding life aud “property in tho moat 
effectual manner possible during the hours 
when. they most need protection, More 
than this, they think that the specialities 
of European life within the tropics, where, 
during many months of the year, dwelling- 
iouses era easily accessible and the peou- 
liarly flimsy nature of the fastenings to the 
entrances to Obinese residences, stores and 
shops, afford ‘strong arguments in favour of 
vigilance by night even in excess of that 
whicb prevails in England. 

8-—-In tho second place, Mr Deane holds 
that the system of undivided eight-hour 
béats, which would be entailed:on the 
Indian and Chinese portions of the force 
by the two-thirds rule, is more than the
